It was against 
this trend that the triumvirate protested, 
for it means the end of dreams of world 
revolution. Stalin has announced a policy 
of giving still more concessions to the peas- 
ants, even if it makes “little capitalists” of 
them. He said in a recent interview that 
Russia was impoverished, that the people 
must get wealthier. He has repudiated 
once for all a society in which the state 


He recognizes the right of individuals to 
buy the services of others—the right of 
employer and employee—something that 
Trotzky proclaimed in 1920 to be “dead 
forever in Russia.” 

Necessity is plainly pressing Boishevism 
to the wall. The peasants demand the 
right to continue to live; and that under 
the dictatorship of the proletariat was be 
coming impossible. Russia is still in a 
bad way, but it is showing signs of im- 
provement. The reign of blood and dirt 
which characterized the dictatorship of the 
proletariat is apparently draawing to «a 
close. 

The new Russia that is beginning to ap- 
pear above a red horizon may prove to be 
a Russia rescued alike from Ozarism and 
Bolshevism. 

It is still too soon to form absolute con- 
clusions. We have not yet emerged from 
the period of watchful waiting. —

er LEGISLATION” 

Nothing came out of the election « 
few days ago more forcefully than the fu 
tility of pure democracy and the value of 
representative government. 

The operation of so-called direct legisla- 
tion reveals its weakness. A bianket ballot 
‘as large as two pages of a newspaper in 
fine type was not only unwieldy, but also 
impossible of use even to the most intelli- 
gent. 

The ordinary man can express himself 
on prohibition or some such kindred meas 
ure; but in matters of forestry, questions 
of public debts, corporation stocks, admin- 
istrative efficiency and thers of purely 
technical content none but an expert could 
vote with helpfulness to the State. 

Some of the measures appeared to be 
worded to deceive the unwary. Others 


were naturally obscure except to the mind 


trained along that specific line. 

And yet the vast mass of voters with 
little more education than mere reading 
and writing were called upon to pass upon 
them. They either failed to vote on mat- 
ters in which they had no seeming inter- 
est, voted at random or took the word of 
somebody else who might or might not be 
qualified and disinterested. Little wonder 
that freak measures clutter up the statute 
books. 

A pute democracy is possible only in a 
state of perfection. It is pure idealism 
that requires not only equal intelligence 
and expert investigation on the part of 
each voter, but also equal willingness to 
function. It cannot exist In this world— 
at lea.t for ages. 

In the meantime there must be govern- 
ment. The only recourse is representative 
government. When an individual does not 
know along other lines of life he calls in 
a specialist. 

If a man be Ul he summons a rep 
utable physician. Not knowing how to 
| heal himself, never having hid opportunity 
of study in materia medica, he follows his 
doctor’s prescription. If a man be in legal 
difficulty he seeks an attorney. The man 
cannot possibly know the law without in- 
tensive effort in the schools. Learnirg is 


too vast for any man to become expert. 


along many lines. So he employs a lawyer 
to represent him. 

It is an age of specialization. It h an 
age of iepresentative gov.rnment and be- 
coming mort complex every cay. While in 
everything else we trust to others to rep 
resent us, in matters of state we presume 


to make our own laws without recourse to 


greater w.sdom. 

“Direct legislation” gives the tricky pol 

ticilan too many opportunities to write our 
laws through the ignorance and careless 
| hess of the citizenry. It puts a sick pa- 
tient into the hands of a quack. It makes 
the assault upon good laws too easy. -A 
hazy ballot is a menace. It puts the tools 
of government into the clumsy bands of 
the unskilled. It jeopardizes our sacred 
rights as.citizens. Our best and wisest 
should represent us and make our laws. 

The United States is not a democracy—tt 
is a republic. And it will remain a repub- 
lic until the end of time. 


ESTORE THE STRAP 

Unless Congress passe. a law making 
the use of the old-fashioned razor compul- 
sory our youth will continue to revolt and 
| society will go om the rocks. This is the 
_ logical deduction to be made from the 
statement of Dr. Gratz of Chicago, who 
says that “this modern breaking down of 
standards among the young is to be blamed 
upon the safety razor.” When the old 
style razor was in use there always was 
a strap hanging handy which readily served 
for disciplinary purposes, so that revolt 
,was nipped in the bud. But now such 
straps are rare, hence insurgent youth. 
This theory will meet with acceptance in 
many quarters, but the good doctor springs 


another and less-acceptable one when he 


says that, whereas the mother’s slipper used 
to be a valuable auxiliary to the vanished 
strap, it, too, has practically disappeared 
and has been replaced by dancing pumps, 
altogether useless as spankers.

The tailors and other 
creators of men's wear submit the argu- 
ment that in the realm of nature the male 
of the species ts the resplendent one.

Look at the sweaters they are draping
